era American in primeval times. 
One 
specimen Is shown In n rearing atti­ 
tude, which was prbobably a custom 
ary pose of the trachodon in life, \vhil< 
the other alongside is feeding. 
An Idea of the size and appearance 
of the trachodon may he had from the 
accompanying picture. 
The trachodon which Is shown stand­ 
ing towers up k angaroo fashion some 


and sea bottoms. 
When in the course 
•f ages the water disappeared and the 
mud hardened into rock their sk ele­ 
tons were preserved in a petrified state. 
In this primeval sea and around its 
shores lived during the cretaceous age 
numerous hordes of the great scaly- 
eoated trachodons, who walk ed erect 
on their massive hind limbs and wadeu 
about in the swamps 
and 
marshes 
searching for food. 
Along with the 
trachodons 
there 
lived at the same 
time two fierce types of carnivorous 
dinosaurs, 
namely, the tyrannosarus, 
and the three-horned monster, the trl- 
ceratops. 
These were the deadly ene­ 
mies of the tra Tiodons and constantly 
attack ed and preyed upon them. 
The remains of the dinosaurs of her­ 
bivorous types are more 
frequently 
found than those of the 
flesh-eating 
dinosaurs, and their sk eletons are lik e­ 
wise preserved more complete, all the 
parts being usually 
united 
together. 
Remains of large carnivorous dinosaurs 
are never found intact, but scattered.

then that she needs physical Instruc­ 
tion and guidance in order to preserve 
her health during the remaining year* 
of exacting school life and to lay a 
good physical foundation to serve her 
through after years. 
----------------------------- 
In the school or college the gymna­ 
sium provides a variety of exercises* 
some of them very useful, but the best 
form of exercise and the easiest and 
most convenient to practice is walk ­ 
ing. 
There is indeed nothing to equal 
it aa an all-round exercise, not only 
for girls and young women, but 
for 
persons of all ages and conditions. 
In the first place, walk ing can be 
adapted to the needs and capabilities 
of every one, and can be varied from 
the most gentle form of muscular exer­ 
cise to one of the most violent; from 
the slow, quiet stroll to the breath­ 
tak ing lieel-and-toe stride at a five- 
mlle-an-hour gait. 
The delicate and 
the robust can therefore profit equally 
by this exercise. 
Another advantage, and this is most 
important, is that the walk ing is done 
In the open air, and if it is done rap­ 
idly, the increased respiratory move­ 
ments draw in great quantities of tin- 
polsoned air. which

Walk ing also quick ens the circula­ 
tion and so strengthens the heart, the 
central pump, upon the proper work ­ 
ing-oiLw.hich the health of the organ­ 
ism, and even life Itself, depends. 
Rapid walk ing, which 
all 
persons 
whose strength 
will 
permit 
should 
practice in preference to strolling, exer­ 
cises not alone the leg muscles, but 
those of the back , of the chest, and 
even of the arms. 
The schoolgirl who 
Is past the running and sk ipping age 
should always be made to walk to and 
from school In all weathers, and if the 
school Is not far enough from home 
to give a walk of at least three or four 
miles, the deficit should be made up 
before the evening meal. 
There is the added qualification tha t 
this valuable form of exercise calls for 
no outlay, no machinery, no apparatus 
beyond a pair of well-fitting shoes and 
a good road.

be possible, not 
only to prolong life, but to mak e old 
ago vigorous and healthy.
